fir>.t church services on x>ack Aiieghoney Mountain 
were held in the Unless school house, later in the Uoore 
school house and then in the Cherry wove school house, 
xhe Mevener uretharn church had been built in 1904 but it 
was not used by the Methodists, so in 1906 the Methodists 
began to talk of building a church of their own. The idea 
met with approval, and a building committee of the 
following men was appointed, Ben simmers, rorr68t &. Moore, 
Strickler McLaughlin and anos Curry. 

The people of the community gave the timber and had it 
sawed on a local mill operated by Charles Mauze. ^ome money 
was donated by the people, and the rei't of it was collected 
on the day of dedication. ?ive dollars donated by jirnest 
Moore of i>unmore was the only money donated by outsiders. 

The carpenters were Ceorge and Jrred Mauze. It was completed 
and dedicated on October 6, 1906. 

xhe church was built during the pastorate of r.ev. John 
McUeftll, with Albert VanBevender as his assistant. The circuit 
hod gotten to large for one man and Vandevender had been sent 
to take over part of the work. 

The deed for the land vr-s given by rorrest M. Moore and 
Margaret Moore his wife, to forrest £. Uoore, rinos f. Curry, 
Thomas H. McLaughlin, John ‘‘ooddell and Thonae Uouchin, 
trustees of ^ethel church, Uurbin circuit, Lewieburg district, 
Laltinore conference, Methodist episcopal Church, South and 
their eucceseore, etc. 


The present ohurch records show a membership of 46 
for this church but there are only a few working members,
